WOMEN AND THE COUNTRY. 


Dislike It Because They Do Not Get Their 
Share of its Gains. 


The great weakness in the social 
gain of the farming population is 
that the women have not shared 
proportionately in the improvement 
of conditions. ‘The conveniences of 
city life are of especial value to the 
women, who profit enormously in 
their domestic work by the advance- 
ment, in conditions, and suffer fewer 
drawbacks than do the men. For 
these the lack of means or exercise, 
the enforced abstinence) from the 
whole round of pleasure 
associated with the horse, 
the deprivation of a number 
of the most innocent forms of 
sport, are a fairly heavy price to 
pay for the street car and the wa- 
terworks; but. these are deprivations 
little felt by women. On the farm 
the improvements in labor-saving de- 
vices have done little for the domes- 
tic side of life. ‘The cooking rafige 
may have replaced the stove, an oc- 
casional furnace may be seen, furni- 
ture may be more satisfactory, but 
all these are small improvements 
compared with the abolition of the 
seythe and, the pitchfork by the self- 
binder, thé mower, the horse rake, 
the hayfork and a host of such in- 
ventions. The farmer daily handles 
appliance uppliance of the 
most delicate and alflicient nature to 
his toil; the farmer’s wife 
still finds her work as fatiguing, as 


alter 


lessen 


exacting, almost confining as ever, 
still is obliged to carry water from 
the well, still must, in most cases, 


bake her bread—although the baker’s 
cart is sometimes seen on the side 
lines—still is miles away from the 
nearest shop. It is the women, not 
the men, who are the most dissatis- 
fied with country life to-day. The 
men are aWakening to a sense of the 
independence of their position, and 
have learned that mercantfe  enter- 
prise is not a sure or an easy road 
to wealth. The women are suffering 
under primitive conditions of _ life, 
their restlessness increased by their 
growing knowledge of the comforts 
placed in the possession of their sis- 
ters in the city. Two things are 
necessary for the revolution to be 
complete. One is for the farmers to 
realize that their womenfolk have 
dropped behind them in the amelior- 
ation of the conditions of their life. 
Another is that manufacturers 
should realize that a new class. of 
well-to-do consumers is opened up, 
and set themselves to the study of 
domestic life in the country so as to 
meet its needs as sufliciently as the 
needs of the male workers have been 
met. Some day this will be done, 
and then the revolution will be com- 
plete. Were the domestic conditions 
better, almost the last of the attrac- 
tions of the village over country life 
would disappear.—Frederick Hamil- 
ton. 

Were the conditions of women’s life 
in the country, as described by Mr. 
Hamilton, better, we believe that 
not only would the migration to the 
town be stopped, but a distinct 
movement back to the land would be 
seen. As was pointed out in an ar- 
ticle quoted in this column a week 
or so ago, the worker is seeking re- 
lief for his over-strung nerves us nev- 
er before, by getting away from the 
turmoil of the city to the quiet and 
beauty of the country. With elec- 
tric railways spinning along the 
main highways there is no reason 
why a man whose occupation is in 
town should not combine with it the 
life of a farmer. Then there are 
many who have retired from busi- 
ness altogether. With isolation re- 
moved by electric communication, 
rural mail delivery, and rural tele- 
phones, it seems to us that to set 
up a country place would be much 
preferable to living in cramped town 
quarters. All this appeals to the 
man. But he has only to suggest 
buying a farm and taking up his re- 
sidence there, to have his intended 
action meet with the strongest dis- 
approval of his wife and his daugh- 
ters. They are unable to look on 
the change in the way he does. If 
he is to continue his business in the 
city, he will find the quiet of 
country restful after the rush = and 
noise of the day. But he is told it 
will be different for those who have 
to stand rural quiet, with only oc- 
casional relief. If he is to make 
farming his only occupation, they 
cannot take the same interest that 
he does’ in the operations of the 
place. Their work is to be drudgery 
compared with what it was in 
city. The cry of ‘‘Back to the 
land!’’ is not likely to become much 
more than a cry till something is 
done to make the women more anx- 
ious than they are at present to for- 
sake town life.—Woodstock Sentinel- 
Review, 


A Canadian “‘Clearing.”’ 

One can never realize what work 
and difficulties had to be faced by 
the earliest pioneers in Canada  un- 
til one has occular evidence of what 
it means to make a ‘‘clearing.’’ I saw 
a specimen of work of the kind in the 
woods adjoining Killiecranke, on 
Lake Joseph, yesterday, and I think 
appreciate the real 
hard labor involved much more thor- 


oughly when I see trim, smooth 
paths, edged with large boulders, 
running through the pretty open 


woods, such as may be seen on sev- 
eral of the islands here, The big boul- 
ders and rocks, the tangle of under- 
brush, the thick growth of small 
birches and of other trees make such 
an undertaking seem well-nigh hope- 
less as one views a place of the kind 
in advance. No wonder that many of 
the boys and men return to town 
with muscles well developed and ap- 
petites unusually keen when they 
have spent part of the Muskoka holi- 
day in this necessary work. The 
improvement effected in the end, how- 
ever, is quite well worth the efforts 
expended.—Lally DBernard, in The 
Globe.

A SENSIBLE SERMON ON HOUSEHOLD

Some Suggestions About the Plumb-

SAGE ADVICE OF A FATHER. 


Counsel That All Young Men Enter- 
ing Business Should Heed, 

“My son,” said the fond but wise 
parent, “you are leaving me to go out 
into the world. I have nothiug to give 
you but advice. Never tell a lie. If you 
wish to put one in circulation, get it 
published. A lie cannot live, but it 
takes one a blamed long time to fade 
out of print. 

“Always read your contract. A man 
might consider he was getting a sine- 
cure if he were offered a position pick- 
ing blossoms off a century plant; but, 
you see, he wouldn’t have a remunera- 
tive occupation if he were paid on 
piecework. 

“Be not overcritical. Even the most 
ordinary sort of a genius can tell when 
the other fellow is making a fool of 
himself. 

“Remember that the young man, like 
the angler’s worm, is rather better for 
being visibly alive. 

“Ve careful in tlfe choice of your sur- 
roundings. Environment will doa great 
deal fora man. For example, flour and 
water in a china jug is cream sauce; in 
a pail on the sidewalk it is billsticker’s 
paste. 

“Don’t forget that there’s a time for 
everything and that everything should 
be done in its proper time. Never hunt 
for bargains in umbrellas on a rainy 
day. 

“You may make enemies. If you 
know who they are, don’t mention 
them. Silence {is golden. It saves the 
money that might otherwise be spent 
in defending a libel suit. If you don’t 
know who they are—well, abuse lav- 
ished on a concealed enemy is like char- 
‘+. {ndiscriminately bestowed.

Nowadays the plumber and his bill 
are your true houselcld specters. Like 
other specters, careful common sense 
will put them to rout and confusion 
nine times in ten. Wise men have been 
studying this subject ever so long to 
devise plumbing that would take care 
of itself, but they have not yet suc- 
eeeded. Neither are they likely to 
without a revolution in mechanics 
whereby the tendency of fluids always 
to seek their own leyel may be elimi- 
nated and other things as wonderful 
brought to pass. So long as knowledge 
remains nearly static so long will it 
behoove every housemistress to look 
well to the usage of her pipes and her 
traps. 

A bit of rag or even string, a burnt 
match, a wisp of hair, seems a very lit- 
tle thing, one that the pipes can carry 
off with no possible hurt, but the rag, 
by hanging over the bend of the trap, 
may serve as a siphon to take away the 
water seal, which is all that stands be- 
tween the household and unlimited 
sewer gas. And the rag may keep on 
doing it for weeks and weeks until 
deadly disease fs rampant. 

A string snarled and twisted may 
work the same ill. The match end, of 
course, ought to float away harmless, 
but is very much likeller to be caught 
{in some eddy of the flush water, jam- 
med into a crevice and there to take to 
itself other solfd particles until they 
form a clot both offensive and danger- 
ous. 

As for hair, there is no end to the 
harm it harbors. A wisp quickly forms 
itself into a sort of strainer, catching 
and holding all that passes. Aside 
from that, it has a trick of lodging in 
the most inconvenient places, catching 
upon the least roughness inside the 
pipe and staying there until by accre- 
tion it has clogged the whole space. 

Hair has special affinity for bits of 
soap. Solid soap, by the way, should 
never be sent down the pipes. Very 
strong soapsuds even is objectionable 
unless you follow it with a flood of 
clean water, preferably hot water. 

Coffee grounds and tea leaves either 
clog a pipe very soon or else, if the F 
flush water prevents that, wear it Hope js the mainspring that makes a 
through quickly, partly by mechanical me 8 wheels go round.—Chicago News. 
action, partly by chemical. Neither 
should ever be permitted in a sink. 
Even if you are wise enough to keep 
out all grease, and thus make sure that 
the grounds shall get safg away from 
your own pipes, in the sewer they may 
come in contact with grease from pipes 
less carefully kept and cake and clog 
your whole pipe system, making neces- 
sary costly and inconvenient unclog- 
ging. 

Every kitchen ought to have its grease 
can, emptied once a week in winter 
and in summer every three days. All 
sorts of refuse fat should go into it, 
even the scrapings from plates and 
dishes, Greasy water, as from boiling 
hams or corned beef, should be allowed 
to cool thoroughly, then have the 
grease carefully taken off before it goes 
down the pipes. Skillets and frying

“Every child is born destitute of things 
possessed in manhood which distinguish 
him from the lower animals. Of all in- 
dustries he is artless, of all institutions 
he is lawless, of all languages he is 
speechless, of all philosophies he is opin- 
‘onless, of all reasoning he is, thoughtless, 
but arts, institutions, languages, opin- 
lons and mentations he acquires as the 
years go by from childhood to manhood. 

“In all these respects the newborn 
babe is hardly the pecr of the newborn 
beast, but as the years pass ever and 
ever he exhibits his superiority in all of 
the great classes of activities until the 
distance by which he is separated from 
the brute is so great that his realm of ex- 
istence is another kingdom of nature.” 

Science is one great, unending question, 
First, “Is this so?” then, “Why is it so?” 
are the words forever on the tongues of 
her votaries. And so we find Professor 
Alexander Chamberlain in his book, 
“The Child, a Study In the Evolution of 
Man,” asking, “What is the meaning-of 
the prolonged helnlessness of human in- 
fancy?” He finds his answer in the fol- 
lowing words of the late John Fiske, to 
whom he frankly gives full “credit for 
the scientific interpretation of the pro- 
longation of infancy:” 

“The prolonged helplessness of the off- 
spring must keep the parents together for 
longer and longer periods in successive 
epochs, and when at last the association 
is so long kept up that the older children 
are growing mature while the younger 
ones still need protection the family re- 
lations begin to become permanent. 

“The parents have lived so long in - -m- 
pany that to seek new companionsuips 
involves some disturbance of ingrained 
habits, and meanwhile the older sons are 
more likely to continue their original as- 
sociation than to establish associations 
with strangers since they have common 
objects to achieve and common enmities 
bequeathed and acquired with neighbor- 
ing families, 

“As the parent dies the headship of the 
faniily thus established devolves upon the 
oldest or bravest or most sagacious mele 
remaining. Thus the little group grad- 
ually becomes a clan, the members of 
which are united bv ties considerably 
stronger than those which ally them to 
members of adjacent clans, with whom 
they may indeed combine to resist. the 
aggressions of yet further outlying clans 
or of formidable beasts, but toward 
whom their feelings are usually those of 
hostile rivalry.”

BUTCHERS ARE IMMUNE. 


Meat Denlers, It Is Said, Never Die 
of Consumption, 

“Butchers never die of consumption,” 
The big man with his sleeves rolled up, 
wielding the cleaver at the block, said 
this as he threw a beefsteak on the 
scale, 

It sounded more like a trade supersti- 
tion than a fact, but so far as diligent 
inquiry has been able to discover it in 
true, although mot generally known 
outside of the meat chopping craft. 

Butchers are no longer lived than 
men in other walks of life. They are 
subject to all the other ills that human 
flesh is heir to, but consumption they 
do not have. So far as a reporter was 
able to learn not a single case is on 
record of a butcher in this city being 
afflicted with the incurable wasting of 
the lungs which claims its hundreds of 
thousands of victims annually. 

The fact is well known among butch. 
ers and has been often the subject of 
their comment, although none of them 
can give a reason for it. 

“No,” said a man who has swung 
sides and rounds in Washington mar- 
ket for the last 20 years; “I have had 
rheumatism and typhoid fever and lots 
of other things, but nothing has ever 
been out of gear with my lungs, and 
the same is true of every other butcher 
in this town. I know nearly all of 
them, and I never heard of one of them 
baying consumption. They don’t drink 
blood or take any especially good care 
of themselves either. I don’t know 
why it should be so unless it’s because 
the continual inhaling of an atmos 
phere of fresh meat is strengthening. 

“I have often thought when hearing 
of consumptives going to Colorado and 
Egypt that I know of a climate nearer 
home that would do the business just 
as well. If they would stay in this stall 
for awhile and swing meat, they would 
get well quite as quickly as they would 
en the top of Pike’s peak,”
